THE  ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

1?>  O  A.  Tt  I)  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  charities  of  life  flourish  best  in  the  day  of 
adversity.  War,  famine  and  pestilence  multiply  the 
calls  upon  benevolent  labor,  and  at  the  same  time 
nurture  the  sympathies  of  the  heart  which  are  the 
spring  of  philanthropic  effort.  '  Herein  appears  one  of 
those  beautiful  compensations  with  'which  Almighty 
God  mitigates  the  horrors  of  a  day  like  this.  In  no 
year  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  have  the  con¬ 
tributions  to  its  support,  and  to  the  comfort  and  im¬ 
provement  of  its  inmates,  been  so  unstinted  as  during 
the  last.  The  Thanksgiving  Collections,  which,  so  far 
as  received,  amount  to  forty-two  hundred  dollars,  will 
probably  be  increased  by  still  further  returns  to  forty- 
five  .hundred,  thus  exceeding  the  offering  of  any 
former  season  by  more  than  a  thousand  dollars. 

Nor  has  this  growing  benevolence  been  restricted  to 
gifts  at  the  Autumnal  Feast ;  but  since  the  reception  of 
Soldiers,  wounded  in  battle  or  disabled  by  sickness, 
both  material  and  personal  help  has  been  furnished  to 
the  Hospital  in  unwonted  measure.  Upon  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  Government,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
summer,  for  the  use  of  the  buildings  now  in  course  of 
erection,  it  was  thought  by  the  Managers  to  be  due  to 
humanity  no  less  than  to  patriotism,  to  comply  at 
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once  with  the  national  call.  The  centre  and  west 
wing,  then  being  completed,  were  put  in  partial 
readiness  during  the  month  of  July,  and  the  first 
instalment  from  the  army  was  received  at  the  Hospital 
at  the  close  of  that  month.  In  providing  cots  and' 
furnishings  for  the  several  floors,  the  Managers  were 
greatly  indebted  to  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Philadelphia, 
St.  Paul’s,  Cheltenham,  and  St.  Mark’s,  Frankford, 
each  of  which  undertook  the  almost  entire  equipment 
of  a  single  ward ;  while  members  of  other  parishes 
very  generously  aided  in  this  important  service. 
Liberal  supplies  for  the  patients,  in  the  shape  of 
books,  clothing,  articles  of  diet,  lint  and  bandages, 
have  poured  in  since  from  many  Christian  helpers. 
Even  the  miners  on  the  Schuylkill  have  sent  their 
noble  donation  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  tons 
of  coal,*  and  some  thoughtful  friend  has  given  a 
piece  of  ground  for  the  Soldiers’  graves. 

But  the  most  delightful  form  in  which  this  Chris- 
tian  activity  has  been  exhibited,  is  that,  perhaps,  of 
gratuitous  services  by  suffering  bedsides  on  the  part 
of  surgeons,  physicians  and  tender  women.  While  in 
the  hospitals  generally,  under  the  Government,  the 
professional  staff  receives  its  stipend,  it  is  not  invidious, 
we  trust,  to  say  that  our  Medical  Board  has  given  its 
labors;  and  the  privilege  of  serving  has  been  eagerly 
sought,  and  improved,  we  may  add,  with  a  degree  of 
faithfulness  that  is  beyond  our  thanks.  Nor  have 
physicians  and  surgeons  been  the  only  volunteers. 
Christian  women  also,  whom  it  would  gratify  the 
Board  to  mention  by  name,  did  not  the  modesty  of

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tlie  sex  forbid  their  doing  so,  have  been  untiring 
servitors  to  the  sick  and  dying,  in  the  countless  assi¬ 
duities  of  friend  and  nurse,  with  no  other  reward  than 
our  Saviour’s  love. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  beginning  has  thus  been  made 
of — permanent,  religious  and  charitable  ministration* 
under  female  hands.  It  is  not  possible,  it  may  be,  in 
a  Soldiers’  Hospital  which  has  a  transient  life,  to 
organize  the  labors  of  Christian  women  in  a  lasting 
form;  but  a  school  of  training  is  opened,  and  an 
opportunity  is  given  for  their  pious  devotion.  The 
great  want  of  the  Church  is  a  system  of  beneficence, 
upon  which  reliance  can  be  had  for  meeting  emergen¬ 
cies  of  distress  and  sickness,  and  for  habitual  attention 
to  homes,  asylums,  schools  of  reform  and  prisons, 
where  suffering  reigns.  There  is  no  presence  so 
effective,  so  winning,  so  sure  to  be  welcomed  in  places 
of  misery,  as  that  of  sisters  of  mercy.  An  Order 
without  vows,  moved  not  by  promises  of  the  past,  but 
by  holy  impulses  in  the  present — an  organization 
without  the  name  of  an  Order,  is  all  that  is  needed, 
perhaps,  for  the  calls  of  the  Church.  How  appro¬ 
priate  that  they,  who  once  followed  our  Lord  from 
city  to  city  to  minister  even  to  Him,  should  now  be 
attendants  upon  His  sick  and  dependent,  and  visitors 
to  the  prison  fof  their  Master’s  sake !  While  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  calling  must  react  most  happily  upon  those 
who  espouse  it,  and  give  scope  to  activity  that  might 
otherwise  be  lost,  rich  indeed  is  the  Church,  when 
she  can  command  such  helpers  to  go  and  come, 
without  price  or  lure,  not  on  hireling  duties,  but  on 
the  blessed  offices  of  disciples  of  Christ. 

The  Soldiers  have  been  faithfully  visited  in  the 
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wards  by  the  resident  Chaplain,  the  Eev.  William  H. 
Paddock,  and  services  for  their  benefit  have  been  held 
by  him  daily,  assisted  by  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Eudderow 
and  Tweedale  ;  in  addition  to  which,  Bible  Classes 
have  been  taught  by  the  ladies  in  attendance,  with 
encouraging  results. 

The  Board,  in  this  connection,  cannot  omit  to  notice 
the  great  obligations  under  which  the  Department  for 
Soldiers  was  placed  at  its  opening,  by  the  voluntary 
labors  of  Mr.  William  Welsh.  When  prisoners  from 
Eiclnnond,  in  a  deplorable  condition  of  neglect  and 
suffering,  were  introduced  to  the  Hospital  in  August 
last,  and  before  any  system  for  their  care  and  comfort 
had  been  properly  organized,  Mr.  Welsh,  at  the  in¬ 
stance  of  the  Bishop,  and  Visiting  Managers,  under¬ 
took  the  office  of  Civil  Governor  for  a  time,  and 
bringing  to  the  work  his  characteristic  energy,  capa¬ 
city  and  skill,  he  rendered,  and  continues  to  render, 
invaluable  aid  both  to  the  inmates  and  to  the  Board. 

The  number  of  Soldiers  admitted  since  the  30th 
day  of  July,  is  530 ;  the  number  at  this  time  is  230. 

While,  as  has  been  stated  already,  the  centre  and 
west  ^ving  of  the  new  Hospital  buildings  were  made 
available  for  the  Government  in  the  month  of  Vuly, 
there  remains  something  to  be  done  before  their 
thorough  completion,  both  within  and  without.  The 
Chapel,  however,  has  been  entirely  finished,  and 
consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God.  The 
act  of  Consecration  was  performed  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  on  the  29th  of  May  last,  in  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  large  number  of  Clergymen  and  Lay¬ 
men,  then  attendant  upon  the  session  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  The  Eev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  founder  and 
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father  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  and  long  known  for  his  devotion  to  the 
charities  of  the  Church — preached  upon  the  occasion 
an  admirable  sermon,  setting  forth  the  claims  of  this 
holy  work. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  the  Chapel  is  taste¬ 
fully  xand  neatly  adorned  with  ornamental  windows  in 
the  chancel  and  the  rear,  the  gift  of  two  young  and 
earnest  friends  of  the  Hospital ;  and  is  every  way 
adapted  to  its  holy  ends.  It  has  been  opened  from 
the  first  for  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  and  Daily 
Morning  Prayer ;  and  located,  as  it  is,  in  a  part  of 
the  city  which  is  imperfectly  provided  with  places  of 
worship,  it  has  the  double  advantage  of  a  mission  to 
the  destitute  and  of  a  House  of  God  for  the  conva¬ 
lescent  sick.. 

Of  the  Civil  Department,  so  called  for  convenience, 
to  distinguish  it  from  the  Military,  the  patients  have 
been  continued  in  the  old  building  of  the  Hospital, 
for  want  of  room  in  the  new.  There  have  been 
treated  in  this  Department  336  persons,  of  whom 
there  remained  from  the  preceding  year  27  persons 
at  the  commencement  of  this.  The  total  number  of 
persons  who  have  received  Dispensary  aid  is  4,973. 
The  patients  have  been  almost  equally  divided  between 
Protestants  and  Pomanists,  the  former  exceeding  the 
latter  by  about- a  single  score. 

With  very  sincere  regret,  the  Managers  have  to 
announce  the  loss  at  this  time,  of  the  valuable  services 
of  Dr.  Da  Costa,  who  resigns  his  place  as  physician, 
on  account  of  the  multiplied  calls  upon  his  private 
practice.  They  have  also  the  melancholy  duty  to 
perform  of  putting  upon  record  the  death  of  one  of 
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their  number,  beloved  of  them  all, — a  member  like¬ 
wise  of  the  Building  Committee,  in  whom  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  has  enjoyed  an  active  supporter,  a  liberal  patron, 
and  a  judicious  friend  from  the  commencement  of  its 
enterprise.  They  refer  to  their  late  colleague,  William 
Henry  Newbold,  Esq.,  who  died  in  March  last, 
mourned  by  the  Church  and  community  generally, 
for  his  private  worth,  and  the  beauty  and  consistency 
of  his  Christian  example. 

To  the  Hospital  has  been  recently  left  a  very 
handsome  bequest,  under  the  will  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
Ella  Grasby,  of  Philadelphia,  late  of  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  for  the  benefit  of  “  needy  females  of 
good  moral  character,  laboring  under  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  lungs.”  The  avails  of  this  legacy  will 
reach,  it  is  thought,  nearly  forty  thousand  dollars,  and 
will  maintain  a  ward,  to  be  called  the  “Hannah” 
Ward,  in  memory  of  a  loved  and  honored  mother,  at 
whose  suggestion  the  testatrix  has  devoted  the  pro¬ 
perty,  left  to  herself  for  her  natural  life,  to  the  service 
of  Jesus#  May  this  noble  example  be  copied  by 
many,  who  shall  lay  up  in  this  manner  for  benevolent 
effort,  after  they  themselves  shall  have  been  gathered 
to  their  fathers. 

The  Managers  look  forward  with  some  degree  of 
anxiety  to  the  approach  of  the  time  when  the  ample 
accommodations,  now  filled  with  Soldiers,  will  be 
thrown  upon  their  hands  for  general  purposes;  and 
when,  in  order  to  make  free  the  beds,  the  annual 
income  must  be  tenfold  greater  than  it  is  at  present- 
It  is  well,  in  such  circumstances,  to  revert  to  the  past, 
to  take  a  view  of  the  work  which  has  been  already 
accomplished,  in  order  to  encouragement  in  what 
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remains  to  be  done.  It  was  thought  a  good  begin¬ 
ning,  when,  at  the  start  of  this  enterprise,  $40,000 
were  raised  by  its  friends  for  a  permanent  fund ;  but 
since  that  time,  for  the  buildings  of  the  Hospital, 
$139,500  have  been  collected,  (including  a  munificent 
gift  of  $10,000  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel) — obtained 
for  the  most  part  in  a  quiet  and  noiseless  way, 
gathered,  like  the  manna  of  the  Hebrew  pilgrims,  in 
daily  supplies,  and  in  unlooked  for  richness ;  while 
another  generous  donation  of  $10,000  for  the  support 
of  a  chaplain,  and  now  a  bequest  of  still  larger 
amount,  for  a  special  endowment,  have  been  added  to 
the  treasury — both  of  these,  to  appearance,  directed 
into  the  channel  of  hospital  aid,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  such  an  asylum  existed,  and  both  the  gifts  of 
Christian-hearted  women,  moved  to  such  a  disposition 
of  earthly  substance,  which  had  fallen  into  their  hands 
in  the  goodness  of  God,  by  the  Spirit  of  Him  whose 
life  was  Charity. 

Impressed  with  the  conviction,  that  to  complete  the 
Hospital,  by  the  erection,  at  once,  of  the  eastern 
wing,  will  be  easier  now  than  after  the  work  has 
been  stopped,  the  Building  Committee  have  begun 
a  subscription,  which  has  received  from  two  gentle¬ 
men,  members  of  a  single  Parish,*  already  contri¬ 
butors  to  a  large  amount,  one-fifth  of  the  sum  (fifty 
thousand  dollars)  which  will  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose. 

These  tokens  of  success  are  certainly  a  ground  for 
confidence. 

But  it  is  wise  to  look  also  to  the  history  of  other 
experiments  of  a  similar  kind,  and  to  observe  their

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progress.  The  question  now  pressing  upon  the  Mana¬ 
gers  of  the  Hospital,  as  to  the  practicability  of  sus¬ 
taining  it  upon  its  largest  scale,  was  asked  Avith 
equal  solicitude  a  fcAv  years  since  by  another  kindred 
institution.  How  it  should  be  supported,  Avhen  ready 
for  occupation,  was  gravely  questioned  by  the  friends 
of  St.  Luke’s,  Ncav  York,  before  its  capacious  and 
sightly  Avails  had  reached  their  height.  We  quote 
from  the  Annual  Report  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  for 
1859.  Speaking  of  that  time  of  doubt  and  fear,  the 
Managers  say: 

“By  some  it  was  thought  that  it”  (the  Hospital) 
“  should  not  go  into  operation  until  possessed  of  pro¬ 
perty  sufficient  to  yield  an  income  for  at  least  its 
partial  support. 

“Others  believed  that  it  had  only  to  enter  upon 
its  Avork,  and  to  depend  upon  the  charity  of  the 
Church  to  be  enabled  to  do  it.  On  that  belief 
the  Managers  acted,  adopting,  hoAvever,  as  a  measure 
of  prudence  in  the  beginning,  the  rule,  that  the  board 
of  patients  must  he  paid  for,  either  by  themselves  or 
others.  At  first  sight  such  a  rule  Avould  seem  very 
materially  to  affect  the  charitable  character  of  the 
Hospital,  but  not  so  in  reality.  It  only  multiplies  the 
agents  of  its  charities.  This  it  has  done.  Already 
thirteen  charity  beds  have  been  provided:  Two  by 
the  endoAvment  of  a  person  unknoAvn.  One  by  the 
legacy  of  $3,000  of  the  late  Miss  Mary  Johnson,  an 
early  and  steadfast  friend  of  the  Hospital.  Four  by 
that  number  of  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  One  by  a  member  or  members  of  St. 
John’s  Church.  One  by  a  member  or  members  of 
St.  BartholomeAv’s  Church,  through  the  Rector.  One 
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by  a  lady  of  Trinity  Church.  One  by  a  lady  of  St. 
Paid’s  Church.  One  by  a  lady  of  Grace  Church. 
One  by  a  member  of  the  Bev.  Dr.  Phillips’  Church. 
These  beds  are  placed,  by  those  who  maintain  them, 
almost  wholly  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital,  which 
is  thus  far  a  charity.  But  further :  In  several  of  our 
city  parishes,  associations  have  been  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  seeking  out  proper  inmates  of  the  Hospital, 
and  of  maintaining  them  there  .as  their  beneficiaries. 
They  have  been  very  valuable  coadjutors  in  furthering 
the  mission  of  the  Hospital. 

“  The  Association  of  the'  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion  has  had  in  all  forty-four  beneficiaries  as 
patients  in  the  Hospital,  and  expect  constantly  to 
have  six.  That  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension  have 
had  forty-two  beneficiaries,  and  expect  constantly  to 
have  ten.  That  of  the  Church  of.  the  Incarnation, 
more  recently  formed,  have  had  fifteen,  and  expect 
constantly  to  have  five.  The  Young  Women’s  Asso¬ 
ciation,  composed  of  members  from  several  churches, 
calculate  always  to  be  in  funds  for  four  beds.*  There 
is  also  an  Aid  Society  of  young  ladies,  who  have  had 
three  patients,  and  mean  to  keep  one  bed  regularly 
filled ;  and  an  association  by  young  men  of  St.  Peter’s 
Church,  and  another  by  ladies  of  the  same  Church, 
who  pay  from  time  to  time  for  patients  of  their  own 
Parish.  The  boys  of  Trinity  School  are  organized 
for  the  support  of  one  bed.  Five  beds  are  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Church  of  St.  George  the  Martyr. 

*“  Since  .the  date  of  this  Report,  a  Young  Men’s  Association  has 
been  formed  in  St.  George’s  Church,  Stuyvesant  Square,  likely  to  have 
a  large  number  of  beneficiaries. 

The  young  gentlemen  of  Mr.  Charlier’s  school,  the  French  Institute, 
have  an  association  for  one  bed.” 
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Adding  these  to  the  thirteen  just  above  mentioned, 
it  will  be  seen  that,  although  every  patient  must  be 
paid  for,  St.  Luke’s,  at  this  early  stage  of  its  existence, 
is  virtually  a  Free  Hospital  to  the  number  of  forty-five 
beds.  In  a  number  of  instances,  individuals  uncon-  4 
nected  with  associations  have  assumed  the  charge  of 
patients  whom  they  thought  worthy  of  their  benevo¬ 
lence.” 

This  extract,  which  has  been  made  at  some  length, 
in  order  to  show  the  details  of  charitable  co-operation, 
teaches  its  own  cheerful  and  instructive  lesson.  It 
shows  that  the  Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Philadelphia  may  hope  to  succeed  after  a 
similar  plan.  It  will  not  be  practicable,  nor  necessary, 
indeed,  to  make  all  its  beds  free  of  charge  at  once.  # 
That  a  good  part  of  their  number  should  be  a  source 
of  revenue  until  Christian  offerings  endow  them  all, 
it  will  be  reasonable  to  expect  as  well  as  provide, 
hoping  that  the  time  may  not  be  distant  when  this 
necessity  shall  be  done  away. 

It  only  remains  to  remind  the  Contributors,  of  the 
importance  to  the  Hospital  of  a  well-chosen  library ; 
varied  in  its  contents  to  meet  different  tastes,  uniting 
books  of  travel,  biography,  history,  science  and  letters, 
with  religious  reading,  sufficiently  attractive  to  engage 
the  eye  and  to  divert  from  trifling  and  sinful  amuse¬ 
ments,  in  hours  of  leisure  and  convalescence. 

To  all  their  co-workers  in  every  department;  the 
Managers  would  return  their  heartfelt  thanks  and  they 
desire  to  record  their  grateful  acknowledgments  to 
the  Author  and  Giver  of  every  blessing,  for  the  smiles 
of  His  Providence  and  the  dews  of  His  grace  upon 
their  Christian  charge. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


The  Building  Committee  report  that  the  centre,  west 
wing  and  Chapel  of  the  Hospital  are  now  nearly  completed, 
a  few  parts  of  them  only  being  left  to  receive  the  finishing 
touch  when  the  United  States  Government  shall  no  longer 
require  its  use  for  the  present  occupants — her  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers. 

The  Chapel  was  consecrated  29th  of  May. 

The  wards  of  the  west  wing  were  in  readiness  on  the  1st 
and  occupied  on  31st  of  July;  and  afterwards  the  whole 
building,  as  the  progress  of  the  workmen  would  allow  it. 

The  improvement  of  the  grounds,  the  erection  of  the 
out-buildings,  and  the  east  wing,  remain  to  claim  attention 
hereafter. 

The  outlay  for  the  past  year  has  been  $78,622  OS,  making, 
with  the  previous  expenditures,  the  cost  of  the  building  as 
it  now  stands,  including  the  cooking,  heating,  and  water 
apparatus,  the  introduction  of  gas  and  gas  fixtures,  as  well 
as  the  fitting  up  of  the  apothecary  and  other  rooms, 
$165,376  78,  of  which  have  been  paid  $139,336  80,  leaving 
$26,039  98  unpaid ;  for  which  sum  the  Committee  are 
dependent  on  the  generosity  of  the^  Church,  a  personal 
responsibility  having  been  interposed  in  compliance  with 
an  assurance  given  to  the  Board  that  no  debt  should  be 
incurred  by  the  Institution. 

The  aggregate  cost  will  exceed  the  sum  stated  in  the  last 
report.  This  arises  in  part  from  such  changes  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  thought  it  advisable  to  make  for  increased  perma¬ 
nence  and  convenience ;  from  fixtures,  usually  classed  as 

furniture,  rendered  necessary  for  the  immediate  occupation 
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of  the  building;  together  with  some  temporary  arrange¬ 
ments,  involving  considerably  increased  expenditure,  which 
were  made  to  carry  out  the  wish  of  the  Board,  that  the 
advantages  of  the  Hospital  might  be  enjoyed  by  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers. 

The  Committee  have  had  some  encouragement  to  hope 
that  they  might  in  the  Spring  go  on  with  the  east  wing. 
Three  contributions  of  five  thousand  dollars  each  have  been 
tendered,  payable  when  fifty  thousand  dollars  (the  whole 
sum  required)  are  made  up ;  but  the  deficiency,  which  has 
to  be  supplied  for  what  has  already  been  done,  makes  the 
Committee  somewhat  doubtful  of  so  early  an  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  their  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  several  accidents  occurred  among 
the  workmen,  some  of  which  were  serious,  but  none  fatal. 

The  death  of  their  colleague,  Mr.  William  II.  Newbold, 
on  Ash  Wednesday  last,  is  recorded  by  the  Committee, 
with  a  deep  sense  of  their  loss.  He  was  faithful  in  all 
things. 

Subjoined  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  items  of  expendi¬ 
ture  from  the  beginning  of  the  work  to  this  date. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  T1IE  CHAPLAIN. 


After  go  long  a  period  of  declining  health,  I  would  thank¬ 
fully  acknowledge  the  mercy  of  God  in  permitting  me  to 
serve  Him  again  in  His  ministry  throughout  the  year.  It 
has  been  an  eventful  year.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  in  October,  1852,  thirty  beds  have  been  occupied  by 
nearly  three  thousand  two  hundred  patients.  But  we  have 
now  seen  the  stately  new  edifice  opened  with  ten  times  that 
number  of  beds,  and  in  this  juncture  of  our  country’s  need 
offered  to  sick  and  wounded  soldiers.  We  have  seen  a 
chapel,  justly  praised  for  its  beauty  and  convenience,  built 
mainly  by  one  pious  lady  of  Philadelphia,  and  an  endow¬ 
ment  for  a  chaplain  supplied  by  another.  We  have  seen 
untiring  effort  made  for  the  physical  and  spiritual  comfort 
of  sufferers  who  are  received  here  “  without  regard  to  creed, 
color  or  country.” 

In  the  Civil  Department,  yet  occupying  “  The  Old  Build¬ 
ings,”  the  religious  services  have  been  uniformly  the  same 
during  the  year.  Besides  Scripture  reading  and  prayers  in 
each  of  the  five  wards  every  morning,  “  the  Evening  Prayer” 
(with  a  Hymn  sung),  or  the  Litany  on  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  is  offered  in  the  Hall  at  6|  o’clock  every  evening. 
The  remainder  of  the  evening,  until  the  soldiers  were  re¬ 
ceived,  was  spent  in  the  Wards  for  conversation,  reading  or 
prayer,  as  opportunity  presented. 

More  than  two-thirds  of  the  patients  were  foreigners ; 
little  less  than  one-half  Romanists,  and  four  were  colored. 
One  public  service  was  held  in  the  Hall  each  Sunday  till 
July.  The  rite  of  Baptism  has  been  administered  nine 
times ;  the  Holy  Communion  monthly ;  in  private,  on  ten 
occasions ;  the  Burial  service  used  for  eleven  persons. 
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While  from  two  dying  men  we  have  been  greatly  pained 
to  hear — “I’m  too  sick  to  pray — too  sick  to  think  about  my 
soul.”  “It  is  too  late  to  pray,  I’m  as  good  as  lost;”  yet, 
m  the  main,  it  is  a  cheerful  service;  its  fruit  present  and 
joyful.  One  hopelessly  ill  “  was  afraid  to  die.”  Some 
weeks  afterwards  being  called  in  haste  to  his  bedside,  he 
said,  “  I  am  not  now  afraid  to  die  ;  I  trust  in  Christ.”  Two 
hours  later  the  Bishop  had  appointed  for  his  confirmation, 
but  death  robbed  us  of  the  opportunity.  An  Italian  sailor, 
recovering  from  a  fall  from  which  he  was  insensible  ten 
days,  sail :  “Me  think  about  me  poor  soul  if  me  die.” 
Anxious  for  a  Bible  in  his  own  lanomasre,  he  caught  at  it 
eagerly  when  presented,  scarcely  laid  it  down,  put  it  under 
his  pillow  at  night.  At  morning  prayers  he  said,  “  Me  love 
her  first  rate;  tells  me  poor  soul  ’bout  Jesus  Christ;  me 
read  her  to  another  poor  Italian  can’t  read.”  lie  was  an 
intelligent  Romanist. 

Space  is  wanting  to  record  a  similar  desire  of  foreigners 
for  the  Bible  in  their  own  language;  to  tell  of  Methodist, 
Presbyterian,  Romanist,  Episcopalian  and  Nothingarians 
even,  frequently  uniting  all  together  audibly  in  the  Lord’s 
Prayer  ;  of  their  love  especially  for  the  Litany ;  of  their 
affectionate  farewell  when  recovered;  of  the  testimony  of 
many  for  Jesus  as  they  departed  to  a  better  world.  Like 
green  spots  in  the  Desert,  they  are  treasured  up  in  our 
memory. 

The  Military  Department  of  the  Hospital,  has  been  the 
object  of  great  interest.  Acting  with  the  advice  and  con¬ 
stant  co-operation  of  our  Diocesan,  earnestly  seconded  by 
Clerical  brethren  and  Lady  Nurses  and  Visitors,  all  seeking 
the  welfare  of  our  country’s  suffering  defenders,  how  could 
the  work  be  otherwise  than  interesting. 

The  Religious  Services  of  this  Department  commence 
with  “  The  Morning  Prayer  ”  in  the  chapel  every  day  at 
7  o’clock,  the  Litany  being  used  on  Wednesdays  and  Fri¬ 
days.  The  service  is  altogether  voluntary,  but  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  convalescents  regularly  attend.  At  9  o’clock, 
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those  disposed  to  meet  together  in  Bible  class  are  faithfully 
and  regularly  instructed  by  the  Lady  Nurses  having  charge 
of  the  Wards.  The  average  attendance  on  the  first  floor  is 
sixteen;  on  the  second  floor,  twenty-five;  on  the  third  and 
fourth,  ten.  At  4  o’clock,  a  service  of  five  to  ten  minutes 
for  patients  confined  to  their  beds,  is  held  in  each  Ward, 
the  number  of  wards  varying  from  six  to  twelve,  according 
to  the  number  of  soldiers  in  the  Institution.  After  supper, 
till  9  P.  M.,  the  patients  are  visited  from  bed  to  bed  for  any 
private  service  occasion  may  offer.  On  Sundays,  Morning 
Prayer  being  already  said,  the  service  for  both  Departments 
begins  at  11  o’clock,  with  the  use  of  the  Litany  and  Ante- 
Communion  service.  Every  soldier  able  to  do  so  is  expected 
to  attend.  The  number  has  ranged  from  one  hundred  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  They  are  literally  “  the  poor,  the 
maimed  and  the  halt.”  “In  deference  to  their  weakness, 
the  service  concludes  with  a  practical  address  of  about 
fifteen  minutes  duration.  Many  of  these  are  unable  to 
attend  the  longer  3  P.  M.  service,  but  the  chapel  is  gener¬ 
ally  filled  by  residents  of  the  neighborhood.  The  Holy 
Communion  is  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month. 
Six  soldiers  have  been  baptized ;  two  confirmed ;  and  five 
are  candidates  for  confirmation,  along  with  eight  persons 
outside  the  Hospital.  The  Burial  office  was  used  over  seven¬ 
teen  dead  soldiers,  several  others  being  removed  by  their 
friends.  Only  one  soldier  has  died  within  the  last  three 
months. 

Our  first  patients  were  received  in  July.  Never  shall  we 
forget  that  scene.  It  was  11  o’clock  of  a  gloomy  night.  To 
cheer  the  spirits  of  the  sufferers  the  whole  west  wing  was  lit 
up,  and  it  could  be  seen  by  them  a  mile  away.  '  The  Wards 
and  corridors  of  the  immense  pile  up  to  the  fourth  story, 
along  with  the  massive  towers,  were  light  as  day.  The 
effect  of  the  view  within  was  equally  great.  Completely 
bewildered,  one  said,  “  Is  it  one  of  the  palaces  we  read 
about !  ”  And  another  replied  to  the  Doctor,  who  said, 
“  lay  down,  my  poor  fellow,  you  are  exhausted,”  “  Oh  Doc- 
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tor  let  me  look,  it  seems  as  though  we  had  got  into  Para¬ 
dise.”  These  soldiers  were  dangerously  wounded  before 
Richmond ;  were  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  a  month ;  their 
wounds  dressed  but  once;  their  food  flour  and  water.  Of 
forty-sis,  all  but  one  were  brought  in  on  stretchers.  Their, 
constitutions  were  so  broken  as  to  “  have  little  to  build  up 
on.”  The  mortality  during  the  hot  weather  in  consequence 
was  great.  Though  “  used,”  as  they  said,  “  to  hard  scenes 
in  the  field,”  yet  the  frequent  deaths  of  companions  here 
“where  they  expected  and  had  every  attention,”  seemed  to 
discourage  the  survivors.  The  majority  of  funerals  were 
therefore  in  private. 

During  this  period,  from  whatever  cause,  no  great  relig¬ 
ious  interest  was  manifested  among  the  patients.  While 
interested  in,  and  “glad  to  hear  those  good  prayers”  in  the 
Wards,  even  the  very  sick  seemed  to  avoid  the  subject  of 
personal  religion.  Some  endured  it,  saying  “I  suppose  it 
won’t  hurt  me.”  Others  repelled  it,  especially  from  out¬ 
siders;  one  of  whom  complained  he  was  met  with  the  reply 
— “I  don’t  want  religion  pounded  into  me.”  There  were 
several  notable  exceptions.  We  cite  but  one.  A  Romanist, 
dying  as  was  believed,  said,  “  Chaplain,  I’ll  give  you  ten 
thousand  thanks  if  you  will  pray  for  me.”  “  I  shall  be  too 
glad  to  do  it,”  was  the  reply,  “  if  only  you  will  unite  in  the 
Lord’s  Prayer,”  which  he  did  fervently.  His  recovery  was 
a  .wonderful  mercy  for  which  he  could  not  be  sufficiently 
thankful. 

This  fear,  as  it  were,  of  religious  things  soon  yielded  to 
the  quiet  and  regular  services  throughout  the  Institution. 
More  interest  was  taken  in  the  Bible  class;  more  in  relig¬ 
ious  reading  and  conversation.  Meetings  for  prayer  among 
the  soldiers  were  frequent — all  denominations  uniting  cor¬ 
dially  together.  Several  soon  offered  themselves  for  baptism  ; 

Note. — To  our  surprise,  professing  Christians  shared  in  this  feeling. 
They  were  in  a  measure  hardened  by  the  wickedness  of  war;  while  the 
irreligious,  sick  and  disgusted  were  all  the  more  ready  to  begin  a  Chris¬ 
tian  life. 
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and  from  the  first  administration  of  that  rite,  two  months 
ago,  a  subdued  feeling,  an  earnest  seeking  after  spiritual 
things,  was  apparent.  To  the  instruction  of  the  Bible 
classes,  to  the  gentle  ministrations  of  the  Lady  N  urses,  more 
of  this  happy  change  is  due  than  any  will  know  in  this 
world. 

And  here  let  me  say,  I  do  not  see  how  the  Institution 
could  well  do  without  their  services.  Not  only  are  the  medi¬ 
cal  officers  relieved  of  a  vast  responsibility  as  to  cleanliness 
of  the  Wards  and  of  the  patients  ;  as  to  properly  prepared 
diet  and  faithful  administration  of  medicine ;  as  to  the  fidel¬ 
ity  of  the  under-nurses,  male  and  female ;  but  I  am  persua¬ 
ded  the  patients  themselves  are  a  hundredfold  more  comfort¬ 
able  with  than  without  them.  Knowing  always  from  the 
medical  attendant  what  the  patient  should  or  should  not 
have,  delicacies  are  prepared  with  an  intelligent  woman’s 
unerring  sagacity,  which  are  indispensable  to  appetite,  often 
to  preservation  of  life.  Gently  moving  around  the  sufferer, 
like  an  angel  of  mercy,  the  Christian  lady  nurse  is  so  adapted 
to  smooth  his  pillow,  to  whisper  in  his  ear  words  of  sweet 
consolation,  to  sow  and  water  the  heavenly  seed,  that  the 
minister  of  Christ  has  often  little  to  do  but  thrust  in  the 
sickle  and  reap  the  harvest. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  testifying  to  the  very 
acceptible  services  of  the  assistant  chaplain,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Rudderow  ;  to  the  valuable  spiritual  aid  I  have  received 
from  the  churches,  especially  from  St.  Mark’s,  Frankford, 
and  St.  Paul’s,  Cheltenham ;  without  grateful  acknowledge 
ment  to  the  Philadelphia  Bible  Society,  and  the  Advance¬ 
ment  Society  for  Bibles  and  Testaments,  and  to  the  Fifth 
and  Sixth  street,  and  Second  and  Third  street  Railway  Com¬ 
panies,  for  passes  to  Lady  Nurses  and  Clerical  officers  of  the 
Institution.

REPORT  OF  CASES  TREATED  IN  1862. 


During  the  year  1862,  there  have  been  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-two  patients  admitted.  These,  with 
twenty-seven  remaining  in  the  Hospital  at  the  date 
of  the  last  report,  make  the  whole  number  treated 
during  the  year  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 

Four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy- three  Dis¬ 
pensary  patients  have  been  prescribed  for  and  fur¬ 
nished  with  medicines. 

In  the  accompanying  abstract  of  House  cases,  most 
of  those  marked  unimproved  were  removed  by  their 
friends,  or  discharged  at  their  own  request,  before 
material  benefit  could  be  expected.
